Mining Taxation. 

An Important portion of the bill is 
that dealing with the taxation of min¬ 
ing companies. In 1917 these were 
brought under the operation of the in¬ 
come-tax provisions of the Act. and 
also under the Hur-tax^Act. at the 
same time continuing to "be subject to 
the two per cent mineral-tax.
